Tragedy Brings
New Way of Life

A tragedy which almost
claimed the life of a five-year-
old Torrance girl 17 months
ago has resulted in a new way
of life for her nine brothers
and sisters and her parents,

Hospitalized a year ago Sep-
tember with burns covering 15
percent of her tiny body fol-
lowing a fire which broke out
in a butane stove in the tum-
bledown two-room shack which
She called home, Teresa Ca-
zares discovered cleanliness
and proper nutrition during
the long months of her recov-

ery. She brought these new
ways home with her, when she
was released, under Commu-
nity Chest supervision, last
October,

BORN in Tangansicuaro, in
the Mexican state of Michoa-
can, Teresa could speak only
Spanish when she first entered
the hospital. When she re-
turned home 13 months later,
she knew only English, With
the help of a kindly neighbor,
Mrs. Aurelia Reyes, Teresa
and her Visiting Nurse, Mrs.
Yokko Fujii, who has been
helping her adjust to her many
home problems, were able to
communicate with the family,

Since her return home, the
family has moved to a better
house with electricity and a
real bathroom, provided rent
free by Mrs. Pascualita Gon-
zales, mother of Mrs. Reyes. In
addition, her father found a
better job, Teresa and Mrs.
Fujii taught the family an un-
derstanding of cleanliness and
American food habits, and the
school-age children were all
enrolled in school for the first
